nesses, and dishonour, hovered* in ny 
thoughts as 1 still ruminated over ‘the 
publisher's allurements. No one can re- 
sist a confession, and the darker the 
erime the better the confession; there ‘is 
only one thing, however, which-I insist 
on: the crime must,be a real one and the 
confession truc—akd here is Mr. Grant 
‘Richards going bail for his convict and 
the truth—so we may hope for an absorl- 
ing three, hours, and at the end of them 
to put C,. W. Mason up on the shelf be-: 
side Cellini, Casanova, and Rousseau.

The’ three hours have passed, and, 
though I cannot give.Mason the honour 
of a’ place on my shelf reserved for the 
great confessors, he has written a very 
entertaining Book. It is also, as Mr. 
Grant Richards says, an unusual hook, 
This is the outline of Mason’s story: In’ 
1887 at the age of twenty he joined the’ 
Chinese Customs Service, tWen under the,| 
rule of the famotis Sir Robert Hart. Four 
years, later he s¢emed assured of a bril- 
liant career, for -he bad already been 
marked down by his superiors us one of 
the most pronusing young men ‘in the’ 
service. He ,had, howevér, hecome a 
Miember of a secret society of Chinese 
revolutionaries, and in 1391 he suddenly 
resigned from the service in order to start, 
a- revolution. ' His first enterprise was to 
import a cargo of ‘arms from Hongkong 
to Chinkiany, but he gut.no further than 
Shanghai, where bis contraband was 
seized and he himself, efter some adven- 
tures, was arrested, tried, and senteuced 
to one year's imprisonment.

Mason's cowifessions cover 2 certain 
amount of rather sordid vice and murder 
besides the lying and treachery which 
his.,double-dealing necessarily involved. 
Where he confines himself to a straight- 
forward statement ‘of facts or to charac- 
ter sketches. of the people with whom he 
¢ ia vontact, he is extremely enter- 

ning. In the-early chapters there is a 

fd picture of the life of the small Eng- 
lish community at Chinkiang, with its 
curious mixture of boredom and'vice, and 
there are some admirable sketches of 
charatters~those ‘ eccentric characters 
which seem so often. to develop in Euro: 
peans who, when they first passed east 
of Suez, appeared to be quite ordinary, 
humdrum persons. As 7 read about 
Kopsch and Rickman and Ready, 1 said 
to myself: ‘This is not a novel, but ‘a 
human document,’ a confession; if 80, 
these must be real people. who had real 
names," Being of a suspicious nature, 
despite: Mr, Grant’ Richards’s assurance, 
T confess to have been etill troubled about 
truth. A Jittle truth mixed in fietion may 
do"no harm to a novel, hut a little fiction 
mjxed into the facts of a confession may
